YOUR MAIL 


Carl Riggs, clerk in the Upland 
post office, who is on the job in 
the. wee hours every morning, 
says it is a big help if people 
- Will sort their own mail as they 
leave it in the office. 

Over each of the three mail 
slots are destinations and they 
mean something. “Upland” means 
only local mail. “Outgoing” is 
to receive all mail for other des- 
tinations and on schedule, mail 
from this slot is sorted for dis- 
patch on outgoing trains. The 
other slot is for air mail and 
special deliveries. If, for ex- 
ample, an “outgoing” letter is 
put in the Upland slot, it is dis- 
tributed to meet the local de- 
livery schedule—not an outgoing 
train schedule.

Uplanders in general didn't 
like the last-minute, strongly 
voiced opposition from Ontario 
against the Chaffey bond issue 
of dast Friday. Principal barden 
of the opposition voice was the 
fact thé ‘new proposed high 
school campus: was to be placed 
in the Upland district and that 
Upland students didn’t need it. 

Voters throughout the Chaffey 
district, however, thought other- 
wise and in spite of the Ontario 
opposition, the critical classroom 
problem of the future will be 
faced in advance and no emerg- 
ency ‘situation will need to pre- 
vail.

000 Chaffey bond issue in Friday’s 
election. Half of the total ap- 
proved by the voters will be used 
purchase of the site and for 
erection of classrooms to accom= 
modate 1,000 students on the new 
Upland campus. 

Observers noted 
bond issue carried even though 
strong efforts were made in On- 
tario to defeat it because of the 
Upland feature on the proposal. 
All major opposition was directed 
at the defeat of the proposed 
apportionment for the Upland 
branch high school. Bonds need- 
ed a two-thirds majority to pass 
and they had that margin by only 
22 votes. 

School officials, in stadyving fue 
ture needs of the community, have 
plotted the anticipated population 
growth and a tentative area 
for the new high school has been 
selected. Actual purchase of the 
site will not be affected for some 
time, according to Chaffey board 
members. No indication has been 
given as to the tentative site se- 
lected, 

Upland school district voters 
approved the $350,000 elementary 
bond issue by a sizeable margin, 
Money from these bonds will be 
used to erect additional class- 
rooms at' Sierra Vista school and 
build a new elementary structure 
on the 10-acre site on West Elev-

NEARLY 400 BOY SCOUTS ARE ENROLLED IN THE 
UPLAND DISTRICT . . . . AND MORE BOYS ARE 
EAGER TO BECOME ACTIVE AS BOY SCOUTS 
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It is unnecessary to wait until a new 
Upland population census is completed to 
realize this community has grown faster dur- 
ing the last two years than in any previous 
ten years. 

In spite of the fact that a stop, tempor- 

arily at least, has been put on the construc- 
tion of mass subdivisions here, home con- 
struction continues at a fairly steady rate 
as individuals build in accordance with their 
own individual plans. 
There is no housing surplus here. De- 
mand for rentals is nearly as great today 
as at anytime during the peak wartime de- 
mand. Local real estate agents report they 
could rent many scores .of houses every 
month if they were available. The news- 
paper office is also a good clearing-house 
for people who want to find a place to live 
and many requests come every week from 
persons wanting to live here. 

And so what of the future? 

What will Upland be like 10 years 
hence? Will it continue to grow? Where 
will the expansion come? What changes 
will come in the business district? What 
will happen to the downtown parking prob- 
lem? How about taxes to pay for schools 
and government? 

Some people do not like to see growth. 
Some people prefer to live in a small com- 
munity, away from the hurry and bustle of 
. traffic. : 
. Regardless of whether growth is liked 
' or wanted or opposed, this community will 
continue to grow. The “small town” era 
of a community of 5,000 and 10,0090 people 
is past. 

Changes in the next five years are like- 
ly to be far greater than during the last five 

rs. 

. Before the year is over, Upland will 
have a new city-wide zoning plan. Just 
what the new plan will mean, is unknown 
but the fact that the era of zoning uncertain- 
ity is over will open up the opportunities 
for new residential development. Individ- 
uals and residential promoters are waiting 
for the zoning study to be over.

This community is better because of the 
active scout program that has been going 
on here for years. We have a good scout 
program because of the adults who give so 
much’of their time. Without them, the Boy 
Scout movement would amount to nothing. 

This is also an appeal for more adults 
fo volunteer for leadership. At least two 
more Boy Scout troops are waiting to be 
formed in Upland. The boys are eager for 
mew troops—but they cannot be accepted 
because there are no leaders.

New business firms may or may not 
locate here but a very safe prediction is that 
1953 and 1954 will see great changes in the 
business area.

building here is almost to capacity and with- 
in a short time announcement will be made 
if it will build on another location or en- 
large its present structure. 

Lease on the building used by another 
utility here will expire soon and officials in 
charge are seeking a lease on a new, larger 
structure. At least two other major Upland 
firms are wanting new, larger buildings. 
At least one food store chain is trying to get 
a location for a new super market in down- 
town Upland. 

Before the year is over, selection will 
have been made on location for a new cam- 
pus for the Upland branch of Chaffey high 
school. While a new high school within 
Upland will not greatly affect any develop- 
ment, yet its location and eventual estab- 
lishment within the community will give 
added individuality to the community. 
Fround the new campus there will be ne 
building activity. 

And so, what of it? 


It is well for all in the community to re- 
alize that in an era of expansion, there must 
be many changes. And the problems of 
growth will be stupendous. The problems 
can be less severe if everyone is aware of 
what is coming and plan accordingly. 


Opening of C street east of Third ave- 
nue, is essential if the business district is 
to be centralized. This is a long-talked- 
about project that must be executed soon 
to meet the opportunities of the era of ex- 
pansion. Also if owners of the present 
downtown business buildings want to main- 
tain property values, there will be major 
remodeling projects. The downtown park- 
ing problem will be severe soon unless there 
is a long-range program adopted. 

On and on, we could go about the fu- 
ture. The decade of 1953 to 1963 will be 
marked with population increases we have 
never before visioned. 


Classrooms Great Need; 


Taxpayers Expect Much 


Three hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars is a huge sum and Upland voters “gave” 
that money to members of the Upland board 
of education. 

Likewise, voters in the Chaffey district 
“gave” the Chaffey board of education 
members three million dollars. 

We use the word “gave” fairly loosely. 
Actually, the voters in the school districts 
approved issuance of bonds in the respec- 
tive amounts, the money to be used in the 
construction of classrooms. 

Most people would shrink from the re- 
sponsibility of spending this huge sum of 
public money. 

Classrooms are the great need. Some- 
times school buildings cost $18 a square 
foot. And some cost $6 a square foot. Us- 
ually, purchasers get what they pay for, 
and today’s need is structurally strong 
classrooms. 

More than ever we believe voters want 
absolute economy and only the bare essen- 
tials. More bond elections will be needed 
every year or so to meet the growing needs 
and the next bond elections will be more 
easily approved if money from the Jan. 30 
election is expended for the greatest pos- 
sible number of classrooms. 

In other words, the fate of future bond 
elections will be determined quite largely 
by how the $3,350,000 is expended. 

Harold W. Cook, Upland school superin- 
tendent, and Dan Milliken, Chaffey superin- 
tendent, have issued expressions of appre- 
ciation to the voters and pledges of “careful 
stewardship,” in spending the funds. 

We have great faith in members of the 
boards of education. We also know that 
it is easy to spend public money unless 
there is’a very diligent and constant aware- 
ness of the real needs for which the money 
was alloted. 

The bond issue was “‘sold” to the public 
on the basis of classroom need. 

We expect the greatest number of class- 
rooms from the $3,350,000 approved last 
Friday.
